12. To see if town will vote to allow a discount on 
taxes paid before July 1. 


13. To see if town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of receipt of taxes. 


14. To bring in your votes for the election of Dele- 
gates-at-Large, alternate Delegates-at-Large, Delegates 
and alternate Delegates to the National Conventions of 
the Republican and Democratic parties to be held to 
nominate party candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States.
